G.S.R. 385.— The following draft of a further amendment to the Customs and 
Central Excise Duties Export Drawback (General) Rules, 1960, which the Central 
Government proposes to make In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-scction 
(3) of section 43B of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878) and section 37 of the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), as in force in India and as applied 
to the State of Pondicherry, is published as required by the said sub-scction (3) of 
the said section 43B for the information of all persons likely to be aborted there¬ 
by; and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the 14th April, I960. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

Draft Amendment 

In the First Schedule to the said rules: — 

For the existing entries against Serial No. 30, the following shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

“30. Tea chests made of 3 ply wood, including fittings therefor, shipped in 
C.K.D. conditions,— 


(i) plywood panels for tea chests, of 19* x 19' 
x 24 ’ size 

(ii) plywood panels for tea chests, of 19" x 19’ 
x22" size. 

(iii) plywood panels for tea chests, ofiS’x 
X r8"x Jo' size. 

(iv) plywood panels for tea chests, of 16" x 
x 16' xi8" size, 

(v) plywood panels for tea chests, of 16" x 16" 
xso* size.

(x) tissue paper for wrapping battens OR 
lining aluminium foil. 

(xi) aluminium foil. .
